Would Slay Deformed In- 
fant “Like That Baby in 
Chicago“ — Dr. Haiselden 
Interested in Case. 


Des Moines, Iowa, March 2.—The ac- 


tion of Dr. Harry Haiselden, of Chica- 
go, in permitting the death of the de- 


formed Bollinger baby several weeks 
ago was recalled today in this city by 
Charles Cleveland, a laborer, who asked 
the. chief of police for assistance in 
killing his two-months-old daughter. 

Cleveland spoke with discouraged 
earnestness. 

“Chief,” he said, “won’t you tell me 
how I can kill my baby so it won’t be 
against the law? Maybe you'll help 
me so it will be all right like that 
baby in Chicago.” 

“What's that’ 
the chief. 

“You see,” went on Cleveland, “this 
baby hasn’t any regular mouth at ali 
and the doctors say that she might 
not ever be able to eat regular food, 
and, chief, she has fits all the time, 
and my wife she does nothing but cry 
all the time and she’s sick. I asked 
the doctors«to kill the baby, but they 
wouldn’t because they said the police 
wouldn’t let them. So I came to ask 
if you’d help .me to do it all regular.” 

At Cleveland’s desolate home the city 
physician found the baby in convyul- 
sions, and the mother in hysterics. He 
instructed that both be taken to a hos- 
pital.

House Military Committee 
Reaches Final Decision 


LOCAL SECURITIES

Washington, March 2.—Final deci- 
sion was reached by the house military 
committee late today upon its bill for 
the increase of the army, and it will 
be reported unanimously to the house 
early next week. In round figures the 
measure would authorize the forma- 
tion of an army composed of regulars, 
national guardsmen and federal volun- 
teers, with a total peace strength of 
700,000 men. 

It provides for a maximum strength 
of 170,000 fighting troops for the regu- 
lar army, for a minimum of 425,000 
for the national guard within five 
years and for organization of federal 
volunteers through an extension of the 
summer training camp idea. It is esti- 
mated that 100,000 men can be enrolled 
in the latter force. 

The bill retaing provision for organi- 
zation of industrial and technical re- 
serves behind the fighting lines and 
authorizes the creation of a board of 
officers to control an industrial mobil- 
ization in time of war or immuinence 
of war. It also provides that manu- 
facturers of war materials must give 
immediate preference to government 
orders in war time, or when there is 
danger of war, under heavy penalty 
for failure to do so. 

While the minimum strength of the 


regular army remained at 140,000, a!

to fix the maximum of fighting troops 
at 170,000, bringing the total author- 
ized strength of the regular force, in- 
cluding the hospital corps and other 
non-combatant troops to 190,000.

Announcement of the contents will be 
withheld at the request of counsel for 
the German government pending a de- 
cision in the libel action brought by 
agents of the original British owners 
in the federal court at Norfolk. 
Consequently the courts will be al- 
lowed to interpret the Prussian-Ameri- 
‘can treaty, which is claimed by Ger- 
many to provide that a German prize 
may remain in American waters indefi- 
nitely, with immunity from legal pro- 
ceedings instituted by the original own- 
ers in an attempt to regain possession 
of the ship.

| interfere with or obstruct the free pass- 
,age of other merchant vessels or fish- 
ing craft, whether these are friendly, 
neutral or hostile. 

“4.. The status of a British armed 
merchant vessel cannot be changed 
upon the high seas. 

Rules to Be Observed. 

“Rules to be observed in the exercise 
of the right of self-defense: 

“1. The master or officer in command 
is responsible for opening and ceasing 
fire. 

“2. Participation in armed resistance 
must be confined to persons acting un- 
der the orders of the master or the 
officer in command. 

‘3. Before opening fire the British 
colors must be hoisted. 

“4. Fire must not be opened or con- 
} tinued from a vessel which has stopped, 
hauled down her flag or otherwise in- 
dicated her intention to surrender. 

“5. The expression ‘armament’ in- 
cludes not only cannon, but also rifles 


and machine guns in cases where these 
have been supplied. 

‘6. The ammunition used in rifles 
and machine guns must conform to ar- 
ticle 23, Hague convention IV, 1907—

The question is raised as to whether 
the next German attack will again be 
at Verdun or along the front from the 
Somme to the Aisne, as it is known 
that the Germans have been making 
preparations along the latter lines, the 
southern limit of which is many miles 
nearer to Paris than is Verdun. These 
preparations, howevér, are not so elab- 
orate as those which had been made 
for Verdun, and, should the Germans 
attempt the latter plan, the military 
observers say they would be liable to 
a flank attack by the British in Artois 
and Flanders. 

On the other hand, if the Germans 
continue their assaults against Verdun 
from the plain of the Woevre their in- 
fantry will have to attack virtually 
unsupported by the heaviest of the Ger- 
man guns, it is argued, as the water- 
soaked clay soil of the Lorraine plain 
makes the transport of such guns al- 
most impossible. The plain is only 
crossed by four military roads, and 
troops and light artillery would be ob- 
liged to deploy in the open under fire 
from the French positions on the 
heights of the Meuse. 

Two valleys lead to Verdun from the 
plain. Both are blocked by forts Des 
Tavannes and Rozellier, and every- 
where else the infantry would face 
thickly wooded heights with a straight 
drop of 250 feet. The Germans would 
have here, however, all the resources 
of Metz within easy reach. 

No news has been received of Leiu- 
tenant Colonel Driant, a son-in-law of 
the late General Boulanger, and deputy 
for Nancy, since the beginning of the 
battle, in which he commanded two 
battalions of light artillery.

“In the region to the north of Verdun 

and in the Woevre, the activity of the 
enemy artillery, which had abated 
somewhat during the preceding days, 
was considerably increased in the 
course of the day along the entire front, 
and principally on Le Mort Homme, the 
Cote du Poivre and in the region of 
Douaumont. At the last named point, 
the bombardment was followed by sev- 
éral attacks of infantry of extreme vio- 
lence. This series of attacks was re- 
pulsed by our troops, whose fire de- 
ciminated the enemy ranks. 

“Our batteries replied energetically 
everywhere to the bombardment and 
shelled the enemy’s roads of communi- 
cation, 

“To the northeast of St. Mihiel, our 
long-range guns bombarded the rail- 
way station at Vigneulles. According 
to our observers, two fires were start- 
ed, several trains were hit and a loco- 
motive was blown up. z 

“In upper Alsace there has been great 
activity on the part of both artilleries 
in the region of Seppois. 

“Last night one of our bombing 
squadrons dropped forty-four shells of 
all calibres on the station at Chamb- 
ley, which appeared to have suffered 
serious damage. Notwithstanding a 
lively cannonade, the aeroplanes  re- 
turned in safety to our lines. 

“Today our aeroplanes dropped forty 
Shells on the railway station at Bens- 
dorf and nine projectiles on the enemy 
establishments at Avricourt.”

TRENCHES RECAPTURED 


BY THE BRITISH. 

London, March 2.—The British offi- 
cial statement issued tonight on the 
fighting in the western zone says: 

“We recaptured the trenches at the 
bluff of the Ypres-Comines cana] which 
were lost February 14, and also Cap- 
tured a small saliént in the German 
line.” 


“A counter-attack launched by the 
enemy some hours later was repulsed. 
German mine galleries in the captured 
trenches were destroyed. We have 
taken 180 prisoners, including four of- 
ficers. 

“There has been much artillery ac- 
tivity on both sides today from Vier- 
Straat to Boesinghe.” 

The capture of 800 yards of British 
positions southeast of. Ypres, after 
heavy artillery bombardments, was 
claimed in the German officiaa state- 
ment February 15, which added that a 
majority of the defenders of the British 
trenches were killed. 


MANY FRENCH KILLED 


IN COUNTER ATTACK. 

Berlin, March 2.—(Via London.)— 
The official Germah statement of to- 
day says the French sacrificed men 
unsuccessfully in a counter attack on 
Fort Douaumont, one of the outlying 
defenses of Verdun which was cap- 
tured by the Gérmans. 

The situation on the Franco-Belgian 
front, the communication says, is un- 
changed. 

The text of the statement follows: 
“Western front: The situation is un- 
changed. In the Yser district the en- 
emy’s artillery was very active. 

“On the eastern bank of the Meuse 
the French once more sacrificed troops 
in useless counter attacks against the 
fortress of Douaumont. 

“Eastern front: On the northern 
part of this front there were very 
spirited artillery engagements at sev- 
eral places. German field guns made 
successful attacks on detachments of 
enemy troops. 

‘Northwest of Mitau, a Russian air- 
craft was shot down 1n an aerial fight. 
The occupants of the aircraft were 
captured. 

“German airmen successfully attack- 
ed the Molodechno railroad. 

“Balkan theater: There is nothing 
to report.” 


GERMANS MASSING 
NEAR FORT VAUX. 


London, March 2.—From Dutch 
sources come reports that the German 
drive is to be resumed from the north- 
east, 90,000 men having been concen- 
trated near Buzy, behind Fort Vaux, 
which is said to have been destroyed 
by the German heavy mortars. 

Estimates of the German losses in 
the offensive are running high in en- 
tente quarters, one from Paris placing 
them at between 125,000 and 130,000. 
All accounts from German _ sources, 
however, have declared that their cas- 
ualties were surprisingly small. 

After a lull in infantry operations in 
the vicinity of Verdun since the early 
part of the week there has been a re- 
sumption of the German offensive in the 
Woevre region. A violent bombardment 
was followed by a spirited attack on 
the French at Fresnes, 10 miles south- 
east of Verdun. Paris reports the 
driving out of the Germans from the 
few positions which they penetrated in 
their assault. 


BELIEVED OFFENSIVE 
HAS MERELY HALTED. 


The new attack gives color to what 


seems to be the prevailing military 
opinion in Paris that the German of- 
fensive had merely halted. It also 
calls particular attention to the Woevre 
region where the Teutons have advanc- 
ed along a line south of Fort Douau- 
mont well to the base of the Meuse 
heights as far,»as Combres, 12 miles 
southeast of Verdun. 

Dispatches from both Berlin 
Paris point to the difficulties 
further advance in this region. The 
French positions, Paris points out, 
stretch along the heights, from which 
the ground drops abruptly to the 
Woevre plain with its moist clay soil, 
across which the transport of the heavi- 
est of the German artillery, on ground 
away from the high roads, is held to 
be almost impossible, while attacking 
troops would have to deploy in the open 
under the fire of the French guns on 
the heights. 

Berlin commentators, however, ad- 
vance the view that the Teutons have 
previously shown that.similar disad- 
vantageous conditions could be suc- 
cessfully met, the’ storming of the 
heights just to the south by the Ger- 
mang in 1914 when St. Mihiel was cap- 
tured being pointed to in this connec- 
tion. 

Progress of the new German sub- 
marine campaign has not get been not- 
ably reflected in news dispatches re- 
cording the sinking of allied merchant-

They were at once 
driven back by our counter attack from 
the few positions which they had suc- 
ceeded in penetrating. 

“In the Lorraine district a bombard- 
ment of several hours’ duration against 
the Sainte Marie farm to the west of 
Bezange was followed by an attack on 
the part of the enemy which resulted 
in complete failure. 

“In Alsace certain tentafive move- 
ments undertaken by strong German 
patrols against our outposts in the val- 
ley of the Lauch were repulsed by the 
use of hand grenades.” 


90,000 GERMANS 
MASSED NEAR BUZY. 


London, March 2.—An Amsterdam 
dispatch to the Central News says that 
Fort Vaux, five miles to the northeast 
of Verdun, has been destroyed by 
heavy mortars, according to unconfirm- 
ed German reports, but that the Ger- 
mans cannot approach the fort as the 
French have brought heavy artillery 
to bear on the approaches. It is added 
that a German battery has been de- 
stroyed by French shells and that the 
Germans have concentrated ninety 
thousand men near Buzy, who are to 
resume the offensive with -reinforce- 
ménts from the Argonne. Buzy is 
about 16 miles to the east of Ver- 
dun, 


SITUATION UNCHANGED, 


SAYS TURK REPORT. 


Constantinople, March 2.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Turkish official communi- 
cation today says: 

“In all the war theaters there was 
no change in the situation.” 


TURKS STILL RETREAT 
BEFORE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, March 2.—(Via London.)— 
An official communication today reads: 

“Western (Russian) ffont: In the 
district of Lake Kanger the Germans 
have bombarded with naval guns the 
villages of Laprenesh and Bigauntzem. 
Numerous German aeroplanes have 
bombed the Riga sector and there has 
been an aerial bombardment between 
Iksull and Elisinhof, on the Dvina 
river. 

“In the vicinity of Dvinsk the Ger- 
mans bombarded our lines near Illukst 
and the Poniewesch railway with shells 
weighing 150 pounds. The German 
heavy artillery has bombarded the Lake 
Sventen region. 

“Our artillery has developed an effi- 

cacious fire against Novo Alexandrovsk 
and the Hourmont station. 
“In Galitia, on the middle Stripa 
front, the Germans twice attempted to 
approach our trenches, but on each 
occasion were repulsed by our fire.

We have oc- 
cupied Kamalk and the Nekavank con- 
vent, seven miles northeast of Bittlis.”’ 


ONLY MINOR FIGHTS 
ON ITALIAN FRONT. 


Rome, March 2.—(€Via London.)—An 
official communication today reads: 
“A small enemy attack near Marter, 
in the Val Sugana, was repulsed. Our 
heavy artillery has successfully bom- 
barded the Toblach railroad station. 
Along the entire Isonzo front the bad 
weather has continued, with snowfalls 
in the higher region, but our patrols 
have been particularly active in harass- 
ing the enemy in the trenches by their 
rifle fire and grenades. 

“Our artillery has shelled important 
objectives, including the Santa Lucia 
station and Tolmino. One of our bat- 
teries having daringly attacked a fa- 
vorable position, opened a surprise fire 
and effectively shelled enemy barracks 
and shelters behind Podgora Height.” 


BRITISH REPORT 
ON MARINE LOSSES. 


London, March 2.—An official com- 
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munication issued tonight concerning | 
marine losses reads: 

“British wrecks reported to the board | 
of trade in February aggregated 69, in- | 
volving a loss of 420 lives. Included in 
the wrecks were 42 steamships, of a 
total tonnage of 56,856. , 

“Ten of these steamers were sunk by | 
enemy warships, with a loss of 36 lives; | 
5 by mines, with a loss’ of 176 lives; 1} 
by a mine or submarine, with a loss of | 
8 lives, and one by bombs from a Zep-| 
pelin, with a loss of 13 lives. 

“Of 27 sailing ships lost, 6 were sunk. 
by enemy warships.” 


RADIO REGULATIONS 
CHANGED BY DANIELS 


Washington, March 2.—Changes in 
the naval wireless censorship regula- 
tions were announced tonight by Secre- 
tary Daniels. A strict interpretation of 
the former regulations prohibited the 
censors from passing the German offi- 
cial statements if they made reference 
“to movements or locations of war or 
other vessels of belligerents.” 

This operated to prevent Germany’s 
statement of the result of naval opera- 
tions being received direct from Ger- 
many, although they were received by 
cable via London. Count von Bern- 
storff, the German ambassador, made a 
formal inquiry after the American cen- 
sors had suppressed the German wire- 
less account of the sinking of the Brit- 
ish steamer Arabic. 

The regulations as now modified by 
Secretary Daniels provide: 

“The restriction as to movements of 
war or other vessels of belligerents | 
shall not apply to messages received | 
from belligerent shore radio stations.”

At the meeting of the board of health 
to be held this afternoon Councilman 
C. l. Ashley, chairman of the sanitary 
committee and an ex-officio member 
of the board, will bring up for discus- 
sion the matter of the dope and nar- 
eotic prescriptions whith are being 
given to drug addicts by the city»physi- 
clans, J. G. Hall and J. G. Wilkins, un- 
der authority from the city government. 

The situation has become so acute 
that the city physicians are finding it 
very hard to devote sufficient time to 
their regular duties.- As a result of 
this constant appeal from the drug ad- 
dicts of the city they are being forced 
to neglect the poor people of the city 
who are suffering accordingly, and Mr. 
Ashley will bring the situation to the 
attention of the board in an effort to 
rectify the present difficulties. 

; Sorry for Addicts. 

He stated that he was very sorry for 
the people who are addicts and is not 
bringing the matter up in any effort 
to prevent their being treated. He is 
simply desirious that the city at large 
should not suffer. He feels that the 
situation is one which needs a remedy 
and at once.

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MORE POLICEMEN. 


Announcement that ten new policemen. 


are to be added at once to the Atlanta force 
for the purpose of increasing its ability to 
take care of the situation as to. plumbing 
thefts from vacant houses, and the numerous 
robberies and burglaries from which the 
city has long suffered, will be a welcome 
one. 

This addition to the force comes none too 
soon, nor is it likely that it will completely 
meet the exigencies of the case. Unques- 
tionably, before many more months have 
passed, the city authorities will see the neces- 
sity of making a still further increase in 
order to attain the results needed in the 
matter of protection to life and property to 
which the citizens of Atlanta are certainly 
entitled. 

The trouble with the Atlanta police force 
is, largely, that its growth has not been 
commensurate with the progress and expan- 
sion of the city. 
that the same force which Atlanta possessed 
before the extension of her limits could 
efficiently. cover the larger territory. Nor 
is it to be expected now that with continued 
growth in population and industries, the 
situation can be properly handled without 
sufficient men to do it. © 

City conditions, as well as city growth, 
demand an increased force. Many of the 
men have been taken from patrol: duty in 
those sections where thieving depredations 
are constantly committed for service on the 
traffic squad. While this is an imperative 
service, it should certainly have been met 
with additions to the force rather than any 
withdrawal at all from that residence and 
business territory which can be adequately 


protected only by constant watchful service. 


It is not only the robbery of vacant houses. 


of their plumbing and fixtures that demands 
police attention, but the crimes which in- 
volve breaking into stores and occupied 
houses. While proper police service de- 
mands every attention to vacant property, it 
certainly must give more watchful effort to 
that class of crimes which really endanger 
the lives of citizens. 

There is no question that the addition of 
ten new policemen will be of material assist- 
ance in affording this protection, but if it 
takes fifty or a hundred more thoroughly to 
insure it, then the city should unquestion- 
ably add them to the force.

schools under certain conditions. I have 
introduced many resolutions in council 
transferring school funds from one item to 
another and council has passed favorably 
on every paper. 

‘In 1914 I discussed this question with a 
member of the board of education as well 
as members of the general council with a 
view of introducing a resolution in council 
asking that legislation be permitted to 
change the charter in this particular. My 
resolution would give the superintendent 
absolute authority in selecting his assistant, 
all, directors and teachers. 

“This would leave the superintendent 
free to operate the schools in a conserva- 
tive, constructive and progressive manner. 
I would favor a@ separate tax for the 
schools to be expended by the board of 
education as it sees fit on the condition 
that the board members be elected by the 
people, the election. to be without cost to 
the candidates. Such a move would, I am 
sure, meet with the approval of 90 per 
cent of the people.

What are the rights of a pitcher rela- 
tive to throwing to the various bases 
in an effort to catch the runners nap- 
ping? How often one hears the cry of 
balk when the pitcher makes a feint 
to throw to second or third and, seeing 
he has no chance tb make the play, 
fails to go through with it. As dis- 
cussed in another article. the balk rule 
is least understood of all the rules, be- 
cause there are so many different 
moves that can be classified as balks. 


Now for the right to throw to first 
base. If not on tne rubber the pitcher, 
of course, can make as many fake 
throws to first as h® cares to and need 
not go through with the move. Once 
the pitcher gets on the rubber and steps 
forward first and starts a motion to 
throw the ball he must go through 
with that motion or have it called a 
balk. He must do this even though in 
@ great many cases he knows there 
isn’t a chance in the world to get a 
runner, even though he realizes that 
a throw to second would be the more 
proper one, since the runner is making 
a dash for that base. Second Dase is 
stolen more often than any other base. 
The stealing of a base is a difficult 
feat, when one considers how carefully 
the runner is watched by the pitcher 
and what good arms a majority of the 
catchers have. Undoubtedly the restric- 
tions are made more severe on the 
pitcher as to first base than any other, 
except the plate. It grants the run- 
ner some protection. 

Now, when a runner is on.first, the 
runner knows that the pitcher if he 
steps toward first must throw the ball 
there. It gives him something to work 
on, something to protect himself. If it

was possible for the pitgher to feint 
a lot of throws the runners, not know- 
ing when the pitcher would actually 
make the throw, would be in constant 
hot water. Usually the first baseman 
is playing the bag closely, holding the 
runner on.

Now as to the plate. The question 
often arises, can the pitcher throw to 
the plate in an effort to catch a run- 
ner coming in from third without hav- 
ing the throw be a legal pitch, if at 
the start of the steal the pitcher hap- 
pens to be on the rubber. If the pitch- 
er is on the rubber when a runner starts 
to steal home he can make a play for 
him at the plate, but before throwing 
the ball he must step entirely off the 
rubber. If he remains on the rubber, 
whether he takes a windup or not, the 
pitch is legal and the batter has a 
right to strike at the ball if he so de- 
sires.

London, March 2.—Keen disappoint- 
ment as to the results of recruiting 
under the voluntary scheme proposed 
by him as expressed in the house of 


lords today by the Earl of Derby, form-- 


er chief of the recruiting service. 

The earl laid the chief blame for the 
failure to achieve the full results at 
which he had aimed, to the easy exemp- 
tions of single men, belonging especi- 
ally to the starred trades—men re- 
quired for work on necessities required 
by the government—and agriculturists. 
He made an emphatic plea to the gov- 
ernment to prevent bachelors of mili- 
tary age from evading military service 
by transferring themselves to specializ- 
ed occupations and declared that a 
strong effort was necessary to obtain 
@ requisite number of fighting me 
without whom the empire might fall. 


Agriculturists, the Earl of peroy 
said, were the principal class to avail 
themselves of exemption under the 
plea that they were indispensable for 
the production of foodstuffs and that 
such exemptions should be watched. 
Baron Harris, who has large farm in- 
terests, expressed the opinion that no 


, Single man was necessary on a farm. 


No figures as to the result of the 
recruiting campaign were given, but 
it was announced that 140,000 married 
men had attested under the Earl of 
Derby’s scheme since the beginning of 
the year. The government promises 
to pevise the list of reserved trades 
with a view to releasing more men for 
the army. 


The chief question for consideration, 
Said the Earl of Derby, was the position 
of starred occupations, at the number 
of which he was very much alarmed. 
Continuing Lord Derby said: 

“The government must be prepared 
to take strong measures if we are to 
get the number of men anticipated and 
necessary. Many men undoubtedly are 
entering the expected trades in order 
to escape military service, and the gov- 
ernment must take steps to get the 
men out of those trades and to re- 
place them by women, or men returned 
from the front or unfit for military 
service.” 

A further suggestion from Lord Der- 
by was that neither single nor married 
men belonging to a specially excepted 
trade should be allowed to plead un- 
less they were working therein before 
August, 1915. 


Asks Government to Act. 


The speaker scathingly attacked Sir 
John Simon, ex-secretary for home af- 
fairs, and those associated with him, 
for their efforts to defeat the military 
service act. 

Concluding, the Earl of Derby said he 
remained in charge of the recruiting, 
despite his appointment in connection 
with the air service. He appealed to 
the government to act quickly and 
with a strong hand, saying it would 
find the country would support it in 
any effort to obtain the requisite num- 
ber of fighting men. 

The Earl of Selborne argued that 
there were single men engaged in ag- 
riculture who could not be spared, ow- 
ing to the vital necessfty for adequate 
food supplies being produced in this 
country. 

The government’s reply was given by 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, who declar- 
ed that it was the government’s inten- 
tion carefully to revise the list of spe- 
cial occupations. AH the suggestions 
would be taken into consideration by a 
conference of the department heads. 

This statement. brought the Earl of 
Derby to his feet again with the em- 
phatic declaration: 

“Don’t let us flatter ourselves that 
it is only the earlier groups who will 
disappoint, later groups will be the 
same. Don’t let us think either that 
small proposals for a reduction in the 
number of reserved trades is likely to 
give us the men we want. It must be 
done on a much bigger scale, and I hope 
the government will decide to do it on 
a bigger scale.”
